PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Thirty-Second Annual Convention of the English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest 
Fathers and Brethren: 
peace be to the brethren, and love with relia, from God the 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Seven times has the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the . 
Northwest convened in the city of Milwaukee since its organization in 
1891. Milwaukee is one of the Lutheran strongholds of America. It 
is rapidly becoming a stronghold of the United Lutheran Church, 
Eight vigorous congregations, most of them self-supporting, housed 

in substantial modern church buildings, with a rapidly growing mem 

bership alive to the needs and the problems of the church, is no mean 
showing of strength. We thank God for what we behold this day. 
What we see is largely the fruitage of the sowing of the sainted Rev. 
Dr. William Keller Frick, for many years a lonely missionary in an 
outpost of English Lutheranism and until his death the pastor of the 
Church of the Redeemer of this city, the mother church of Wisconsin 
English Lutheranism. Dr. Frick was one of the founders of our 
Synod, gave it its name, framed the organizing resolution, served it 
as secretary and president for 10 years and until the day of his death 

its staunchest advocate, defender and friend. He was frequently re- 
ferred to as the “Bishop of Wisconsin.” One of the last sentences to 
fall from his lips was a prayer and a benediction for the welfare of 
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MILWAUKEE, WIS., 1922 


the Synod of the Northwest. His impress on this city and on the 


Synod is permanent and indellible. The former pastor of this congre- 


gation, the Rev. Frederick E. Cooper, for whom this church stands 
today as a fitting memorial, was a man of similar spirit and vision. 


Cut down in the prime of life, he was recognized throughout Synod 
as one of its strongest and most capable leaders. With such men to 
lay the foundations of English Lutheranism in this city small wonder 
that God has seen fit to bless our work in a marvellous way. 


The past year has been one of great progress in Synod. A faith- 
ful administration of the means of grace is apparent; Abundant life 
and activity is manifest in practically every congregation. Many fine 
new church structures are contemplated or in course of construction. 
No portion of the church is able to report larger average accessions 
for the year. Remarkable increases in benevolent gifts are reported 


where the principles of stewardship are encouraged and emphasized. 
Congregations are beginning to realize that it pays to provide the 
’ pastor with an automobile and a mimeograph and modern office helps. 


Many substantial increases in salary are noted. There has been little 
falling of financial support in spite of unfavorable economic conditions 
in many communities. A splendid spirit of optimism prevails as be- 


comes a body of Christian workers. The campaign for funds for 
the establishment of Northwestern Theological Seminary is rapidly 


nearing the half way mark and only five congregations have been 
canvassed. Prospects for the opening up of new fields and new 
work was never brighter. The Synod of the Northwest stands on the 
threshold of a new era. Great problems of fundamental significance 
confront us. The door of opportunity stands wide open. May God 
give us a vision of responsibilities and strength for the task. 


In passing it seems right and fitting that I should make mention 
of fact that during the past year the angel of death entered into 
the homes of Pastors Genszler, Ramsey and Grant, likewise that of 
Treasurer Jensen, summoning to their heavenly residence the life 


partners of these faithful servants of the Lord. I might also mention 


the passing of Rev. H. L. McMurray, at one time pastor of St. John’s, 
Duluth and one of the founders of Synod, at St. Petersburg, Fla. 


He was buried at Ligonier, Pa. his place of residence for many 


years. The Lord gave; the Lord hath taken away. Blessed be the 
name of. the Lord. | 


The State of the Church 


Following the instructions of Synod of two years ago a blank 
on the State of the Church was again mailed to all pastors or secre- 
taries of congregations in Synod.. 62 congregations submitted re- 
ports to the President of Synod. The following failed to respond: 
St, Luke’s, Farmington; St. John’s, Lakeville; Luther Memorial, Madi- 
son; First, Middleton; Atonement, Beloit; Trinity, Williston; St. 


James, Spring Brook. The first four mentioned also aides to report

A summary of the blanks reveals the following facts and in- 
formation: 

All but eleven congregations report the average attendance at 
public service more: One reports it decreasing and ten sta- 
tionary. 

congregations hold Sunday evening services, an in- 
crease of ten over a year ago. Twelve report a good attendance, an 
increase of seven. Congregations we Sunday evening services 
are mostly in Wisconsin. 

Eight congregations hold mid-week services throughout most of 
the year. Bible study and courses of lectures on the Catechism pre- 
vail. An increasing number are holding a series of mid-week services 


during Advent and the winter season. 


‘Thirty-one congregations keep a record of attendance for all 
services, an increase of five. 

The Church Year and Festival Seasons are universally observed. 

Family worship seems to be neglected almost universally. 

Twelve congregations have not yet introduced a two year course 
of catechetical instruction. This is five less than a year ago. Three 
congregations require three years work. | 

Nineteen Sunday Schools observe Missionary Sunday once a 
month, an increase of six. 

Thirty-eight Sunday Schools use the Baby Duplex — an 
increase of fourteen. 

A marked improvement is noted in the number we persons con- 
tributing systematically and regularly for benevolences. Eight pas- 
tors report that the proportion is 100%. One reports all but one pad 
another all but three contributing. Thirteen congregations report 
between 90 and 95 percent of the membership; eight between 80 and 
85 percent; eleven between 65 and 75 percent; six between 45 and 50 


percent; one reports 40 percent and two less than 15 percent. 


All but seven congregations use the Duplex envelope system. 
One congregation discontinued its use during the year. : 

Fourteen congregations do not remit monthly to the Treasurer 
of Synod. This is three less than a year ago. 

All Sunday Schools report the use of Lutheran literature only. 

Twenty-nine congregations supply the pastor with a parsonage, 


an increase of five. 


Five more congregations provided their pastors with automobiles 


during the year. 


Nineteen congregations pay the pastor’s telephone, an increase 


of seven. 


Four congregations report the two treasurer system as recom- 
mended by the United Lutheran Church and Synod, A number report 
the matter under consideration. . 

Nine congregations report the practice of using moneys contrib- 
uted for benevolence to pay for travelling expense for Synod. 

Nine congregations did not conduct an every member canvass 
during the past year. 
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Nine congregations admit that they have been in the practice 


of using moneys contributed solely for benevolences for other pur- 
poses. 


The reports in almost every item would indicate that we have 


every reason to thank God for a healthy growth and progress i in the 
State of the Church.

Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 


The most important item of business for this Convention of Synod 
to determine the permanent location for our Seminary. Synod at its 
last Convention in Grand Forks unanimously instructed the Executive 
Committee to proceed to the organization of a Theological Seminary 
at Fargo, N. D. or vicinity. The school was opened last fall and a 
class of eight has been graduated. A year’s experiment has conclu- 
sively convineed those who have made a close study of the situation 


that Fargo or any other point in the Red River Valley is not the 


place for the permanent location of Northwestern. The Executive 
Committee of Synod which is the governing Board of the institution, 
has made a thorough-going study of all of the problems involved in 
the successful establishment of the school, which is certainly the hope 
and prayer of every loyal member of Synod and will recommend the 


immediate removal to the Twin Cities as the logical and most desirable 


location for the permanent establishment of the institution. The 
reasons which moved the Executive Committee to take this action 
have been set forth very clearly in the last issue of the Synodical 
Bulletin and in the argument of President of Synod before the Execu- 
tive Board of the United Lutheran Church, a copy of which kas been 
placed in the hands of every pastor of Synod. Both the Board of 
Education and the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church 
have endorsed and adopted the recommendation of the Survey Com- 
mission for the establishment of a theological seminary on the terri- 
tory of the Synod of the Northwest. The Board of Education, which 
seems to be under the impression that Northwestern was established 
chiefly to meet the Home Mission needs of the far Northwestern ter- 


ritory, has registered its protest against the proposed change of lo- 
cation. The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church, on the 


other hand, recognizes the question of removal as one which the 
Synod itself must determine and will interfere in no way with this 
synodical prerogative. In other words, Synod is free to determine 
this question as it sees fit. Let us make no mistake. Let us have 
the same unanimity and wonderful determination to know and seek 
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the will of God that led us to determine to-establish this institution. 

The proper location of Northwestern is of primal importance. | 
The constitution of Synod places the responsibility of all educa- 

tional operations into the hands of the Executive Committee of Synod. 

With the rapid growth and development of Synod there has been an mes 

increasing burden of responsibility thrust upon the Executive Com- 

mittee. This Committee has become very strong and powerful in the 

management of the affairs of Synod, not because it has taken unto 

itself and assumed responsibilities which do not belong to it, but the 

varied and increasing educational and missionary operations of Synod 

have made it such. This power will be amplified as the work and 

operations of this body increases. It is the feeling of the members 

of the Executive Committee that the management of our theological 

seminary should pass into the hands of a Board of Directors to be 

elected from the membership of Synod at stated times. I deem it 

advisable at this time that Synod give this matter serious considera- 

tion and if it see fit, to instruct the Executive Committee to work 

out a plan of operation in harmony with the spirit of the constitution 

which will place the management of the Seminary into the hands of 

a Board of Directors under the control of * This may require 

further constitutional 


Saskatoon 


The Washington Convention of the United Lutheran Church 
authorized a campaign for $50,000 for Saskatoon College and Semi- 
nary. One-half of the amount has been raised. Congregations of the 
Synod of the Northwest are credited with $121.60. A systematic can- 
vass of the congregations of Synod was not made in veiw of our own 
campaign for Northwestern which was launched at the same time. 
The Synod of the Northwest, however, is deeply interested in the 
welfare of this struggling institution on the frontier of Canadian 
Lutheranism. Saskatoon is the child of the Manitoba Synod whose 
territory overlaps our own. The growing cities of Manitoba, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan await our entrance for the establishment of Eng- 
lish congregations. The Manitoba Synod is ready to welcome us in 

this necessary work. The Survey Commission prepared the way and 
suggested an exchange of fraternal delegates and other methods for 
Future cooperation whith were cordially approved. Saskatoon will 
help to supply the necessary men in the future. As soon as a group 
of English congregations can be organized in the. Prairie Provinces 
of Canada, another all-English Synod should be formed. That Synod 
will grow out of the Synod of the Northwest. Saskatoon with the 
development of its English department will be its educational power 
house. I heartily recommend that we extend the helping hand to “a 
ree growing institution and instruct the Finance Committee to in- aa 
clude an appropriate sum of money for Saskatoon in the Budget for 
the coming year. I also recommend that a fraternal delegate be ap- 
pointed to attend the coming Convention of the Manitoba Synod in 
the city of eens: 
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Stewardship and Synodical Finance 
Four years ago the Synod of the Northwest launched out into 


practically unexplored waters when it decided to abandon the age f 


old apportionment system of synodical finance and adopted the Scrip- 
tural free will offering system based upon a faithful preaching of 
the doctrines of Christian Stewardship. That no mistake was made 
will be evident from the splendid report of the treasurer of Synod. 
Many portions of the Church show a decided falling off in benevolent 


gifts for the support of the work of the Kingdom. We thank God | 


that He has permitted us to forge ahead steadily. The Finance Com- 
mittee of Synod deserves high praise for the splendid work that has 
been done. The principles that induced us to adopt the present sys- 


tem are being discussed more and more in the United Lutheran Church 


and other Synods are seriously contemplating falling into line. We 


must continue to develop the idea of Christian stewardship until it | 


reaches every man, woman and child in Synod. We must continue to 
insist that every member of our congregations bring their weekly gift 
to the Lord as the Lord has prospered them, that the Duplex envelope 
be introduced into every church and Sunday School, that every mem- 
ber should be encouraged to consider it a high privilege and duty to 


contribute systematically and regularly in both sides of the envelope 


and that all moneys contributed for benevolence should be trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of Synod monthly and, that to tse ‘them for 
any other purpose is to misappropriate them and to rob the coffers 
of the Lord. 
_ sponsibility for the Lord. 


Unto this end the Synodical Bulletin has proven to be an invalu- 
able assistant. A questionaire addressed to the pastors as to the 
value of such a publication brought out the information that it was 
not only a most valuable medium for the education of the people but 
that it was eagerly sought and generally read: Where pastors have 
added a kindly word of encouragement it has been exceptionally well 
received. Since the Bulletin proposes to be a popular medium of in- 
formation of synodical matters it seems entirely feasible to your 
President that the annual printing of synodical minutes be reduced 


to a minimum thereby largely covering the expense of the monthly 


publication of the Bulletin. I make this recommendation. 


A visitation of many of the congregations and a checking up on 
congregational systems of book-keeping and methods of reporting 
congregational finances has revealed a remarkable proficiency in some 
instances and an amazing indifference and carelessness in other cases. 
Financial Secretaries and Treasurers’ monthly reports vary from per- 
fect specimens of workmanship, going into every detail very system- 


atically on a two and three year comparative basis to scribbled re- ; 


ports on the back of a musty and dirty old envelope. Some congrega- 


tions do not keep their records in an intelligent permanent form. 


Many faithful but inexperienced church councilmen would welcome a 
helpful form for the presentation of the monthly and annual reports 
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— 


and other useful statistical forms and blanks. I would earnestly sug- 


gest that the Finance Committee of Synod make a thorough-going 


study of the methods used in the many congregations of Synod so 
that a possible uniform standard of report blank may be obtained and 
suggested to the congregations. Such a study would be invaluable 
and the suggestions welcomed by practically - every church council 
in Synod. 

Synodical or Conference 


The three Conferences of Synod have well organized Women's 
Missionary Societies belonging to the Women's Missionary Society of 
the United Lutheran Church. There is no synodieal organization. An 
effort was made to bring this about a few years ago but nothing 


came of it because of the extent of the territory covered by the Synod. 
Ours is the only Synod which is organized on the Conference basis 


exclusively. The same question confronts us in regard to the organi- 
zation of the Brotherhood work and the reorganization of the State 
Luther Leagues as they are constituted at the present time. | 

| A year ago a committee which had been appointed to make a 
survey to determine the feasibility and advisability of establishing 
a Synodical Brotherhood brought in a recommendation favoring the 
organization of a Synodical Brotherhood, affiliated with Brotherhood 
of the United Lutheran Church in America. A call was issued for the 
immediate consummation of such an organization. Due to the crowded 
program of Synod last year nothing was done. In the mean time the 
Brotherhoods of the Wisconsin Conference determined to organize 
themselves into a Conference Brotherhood affiliated with United Luth- 
eran Church Brotherhood. Nothing has been done in the other Con- 
ferences altho flourishing Brotherhoods exist in a number of the con- 
gregations. Synod should definitely determine whether it favors or- 
ganization along Conference lines paralleling the organizations of 


the Women’s Missionary Societies or whether we shall also have a 


synodical organization as determined upon a year ago. 

A communication from the General Secretary of the Luther 
League of the United Lutheran Church in America makes a similar 
request in regard to the future reorganization of the Luther League 
work on our territory. 

. A communication from the Executive Committee of the Luther 
League of Wisconsin asks Synod at this Convention to give its formal 
endorsement to the Luther League of America as the official young 
people's organization of the United Lutheran Church. They also re- 
quest permission to organize along state or Conference lines in view 
of the present organization of the work and the great distances in- 
volved in the organization along synodical lines as suggested by the 
Chureh. Suitable resolutions clarifying all of these matters should 
be adopted by Spnod. 

Synodical Exhibit 

The United Lutheran Church is arranging for an extensive exhi- 
bition of its work through Boards, Committees and Synods at the 


eoming Buffalo Convention, October 17-26, 1922. Graphs, maps, sta- 
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tistics, photographs, pamphlets, books showing origin, growth, field, 


ete. are solicited. It is planned to make this first official Convention 
Exhibit not only interesting and instructive but representative of the 


whole Church as s well. Synod should plan to enter a fine exhibit of its 
work. 


Juvenile Court Workers „ 
For a number of years the Augustana Synod and the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church have been supporting Juvenile Court Workers in 


Minneapolis and St. Paul. This has meant a duplication of work and 


expense. It is now proposed to have only one Lutheran representative 


in St. Paul and one in Minneapolis. The Synod of the Northwest is 


invited to share in this important work. It implies the financial sup- 
port of the two men but it is understood that the amount expected 
from our body, if we care to cooperate with the other bodies, is to 
be small compared with their share. Since the Colony of Mercy will 


become the receiving home for many of the children handled by these 


workers and the proposed arrangement looks for closer cooperation 
on the part of all bodies in Inner Mission work I suggest that the 


amount allowed for the cause of Inner Missions by Synod inelude | 


this phase of Inner. Mission activity. 
Synodical Parsonage 


When Synod decided to make the office of the presidonsy a full- 
anal, salaried position, Synod undoubtedly realized that the time 
would come when it would be necessary to provide a permanent resi- 
dence for its President with proper facilities, space and equipment 
to care for the growing work. The older and stronger synods pro- 
vide office space at high rentals where the work is done and the rec- 
ords and correspondence are kept. In some cases this includes suffi- 
cient room and space for the holding of committee meetings and 
private conferences. In the weaker synods the synodical parsonage 
with suitable office space and equipment becomes the center of Synod’s 


many and varied activities. Such a residencé should be centrally | 


located with reference to the territory of Synod, for the work requires 
much travel and time away from home. When a change is made a 
place will be in waiting for the new incumbent who would be loathe 
to surrender a well equipped parsonage unless suitable quarters of 
this type were provided. A permanent synodical parsonage will be 


a necessity before long. Let us begin to give the matter some thought, 


This important question continues to push itself to the front. It 


will do so with increasing force as time passes on. The discussion is 
becoming more general and the time is not far distant when actual 


co-operation will be extended to new activities of the church. During 


the year your President has carried on a considerable correspondence 
dealing directly or indirectly with the problems involved. Several 
conferences have been held to discuss the matter. The difficulty has 
been in the method of approach and contact. Past arrangements were 
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not satisfactory to all parties concerned. These difficulties are being 


removed rapidly. The Norwegian Lutheran Church by recent action 
of its Church Council is ready to enter into conference with sub- 
committees and properly authorized representatives of the Synod of 
the Northwest responsible to the Committee on Co-operation with 
other Lutheran Bodies of the United Lutheran Church. President 
Knubel has assured me that this arrangement would not be in con- 
flict with the Constitution of the United Lutheran Church. Previous 
plans of approach and contact were faulty in this respect. The 
Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church is deeply inter- 


_ ested in the successful outcome of this plan for future co-operation. 


Additional Recommendations 


1. That we are devoutfully thankful to the Great Head of the 
Church for His manifold blessings upon the many activities of our 
growing synodical organization. | 

2. That the officers and pastors of Synod continue to preach and 
to stress the principles of Christian Stewardship so that the work of 


the Church may prosper and the Kingdom of God be extended. 


8. That Synod require congregations to report to the President 
of Synod, as soon as they become vacant, seeking his advice as to 
the proper method of filling the vacancy. . 

4. That Traveling Expense to Synod shall be taken out of the 
Current Expense Fund of the congregation and not out of moneys 
contributed for benevolence. 

5. That the listing of senevemutions in the future in the Parochial 
Reports of Synod be arranged according to Conferences instead of 
according to states. 

6. That Synod hereafter annually invite each of the Conference 
Women’s Missionary Societies to send a representative to attend the 
sessions of Synod, who shall be seated as Advisory Members.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MIS- 
SIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Werten. 
Brethren: 


At the Quarterly meeting of the Board, held on December 6, 1921, 
the President of Synod was asked to assume the duties of Acting 
Superintendent of Missions during the six months leave of absence 
granted to Dr. M. J. Bieber while engaged in the collection of funds 


for Northwestern Lutheran Theological Semjnary. He has endeavored 


to carry out the wish and will of the Board as far as time permitted 
him to do so in connection with his other duties. On behalf of the 
Board I have the pleasure of presenting the following report: 

First, a survey of the field. Frequent reference has been made 
during the past few years to the tremendous responsibility resting 


upon the Lutheran forces at work in the great Northwest. There has 


been an avalanche of interésting information coming from many 


‘sources bristling with facts and figures. It has been pointed out that 


the great Northwest, the territory covered by the Synod of the North- 
west, is the most densely Lutheran portion of America. Our field 


workers know that in Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas the 


Lutheran element is stronger than all the rest of Protestantism com- 
bined, and in all other portions it is the strongest numerically. Due

to its badly divided constituency the weight of its influence is not so 
dominant. They know that its Lutheranism is of the virile conserva- 
tive type, rapidly outgrowing its swaddling clothes, proud of its her- 
itage and conscious of its strength. They know that the upper por- 
tion of the Mississippi valley and the Northwest is destined to become 
one of the two or three dominant centers of Lutheran influence in 
Americs, which will vie for leadership and supremacy with St. Louis 


and Philadelphia. They know that the transitional period is upon 


us in full force and that the demand for English was never greater. 


They know that in more than 200 cities on our territory 500,000 


unchurched Lutherans await the call of the Word. They recognize the 
splendid work that has been done by others but they also note their 
handicaps. They note that a tremendous work remains to be done. 
They note the staggering losses, the aggressiveness of the Reformed 
churches, the shortage of men who can preach the Gospel in the 
language of the land, the scarcity of ministerial candidates, the in- 
efficiency of present methods of approach to the English problem, 
the utter inadequacy of the present combined forces to cope with the 
changing order of the day and they despair of the future of our great 
church. God has cast our lines on the richest mission territory of the 
whole United Lutheran Church. It is of primal importance that we 


recognize this fact. Our position is so strategic, our contacts so 


numerous, our influence so far-reaching that we need to pray God to 
open our eyes to see what it all means and to give us faith and courage 
to assume the responsibilities. 

When the fathers organized the Synod of the Northwest they 
were actuated by the highest of motives. I have just reread the first 
synodical sermon delivered by Dr. Gerberding, the first President of 
this body, in old Memorial Church, St. Paul, thirty-one years ago. 
It is a survey of a field white unto the harvest. It speaks of the 


Lutheran multitudes which had entered this vast domain and has 


visions of “empires yet to be.” It speaks of tremendous losses and 
needs and opportunities. It speaks of objects, and purposes and re- 
sponsibilities and how to meet them. Through it all runs the red 
thread of a burning passion and zeal for lost and dying souls, Yost to 
Christ and lost to Christ’s church because the faith of the fathers 
was not preached in the language of the land. The fathers were 
actuated by a missionary motive. They saw far into the future. Thev 
loved and were intensely loyal to “the little Synod with the big 
name” because they believed it to be the instrumentality in the hands 
of God for the ingathering of thousands. This spirit must deeply 
tincture and imbue every member of the Synod of the Northwest 
today. Our work is not finished. We have only begun. The Synod 


of the Northwest is the child of Home Missionary endeavor. The 


fathers planted, those who followed watered but God gave the in- 
crease. We have doubled in strength in the last eight years and in 
every decade preceding. Now that we have established a theolog- 
ical school of our own which we have faith to believe will continue 
to inculcate the high missionary ideals of the fathers we must lay 
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our plans broad and well, be prepared to assume our responsibilities 
without flinching looking far into the future. Men and more men 
must be our continual prayer now so that we can enter the fields 
that are waiting and the cause of Christ may go on. With our present 
field force and expanding program we will need at least seventy-five 
young men to take up the torch and carry on. May God give us a 
vision of our task and field and * the grace and strength to enter 
in and possess it.

The Synodical Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
held four meetings during the year as follows: September 8, 1921; 
December 6, 1921; March 30, 1922, in the Minneapolis Y. M. C. A., 
and June 12, 1922 in Lake Park Church, Milwaukee. At these meet- 
. ings the quarterly reports of the Missionary Superintendent are 
heard and necessary business transacted. An Executive Committee 


consisting of the President, the Missionary Superintendent and a 
member of the Board attend to matters ad interim. 


“The Missions 
Montana 


1. Livingston. 8 Mission was established by Field Mis- 

sionary Anda in 1906 and is sixteen years old. It is housed in one 
of the most attractive churches of moderate size in Synod. Its career 
has been very checkered. Statistics for the first twelve years show 
very little growth. At the present time a very hopeful spirit pre- 
vails. The membership has more than doubled during the past two 
years. Missionary Groth continues to hold regular services in the 
Government Chapel at. Yellowstone National Park. This mission will 
soon join the self-supporting ranks. 


2. Billings. We visited this field in January and found that 
Missionary Reinhardt is doing a constructive work. We were amazed 
at some of the problems and difficulties that had to be overcome. An 
adult class of about 20 persons was an inspiring sight. A severe 
hailstorm did considerable damaye to the newly acquired property 
last summer. A large floating indebtedness has been materially re- 
duced. The pastor has the confidence of his flock. First Church is a 
synodical mission. 


3. Columbus. This mission has been without a ieee pastor 
since last June. Student Eshbaugh served it for four months; Field 
Missionary Ulrich from October Ist to February 15th and since that 
time the missionary at Billings has made regular visits every two 
weeks. Recent developments make the outlook more hopeful. Student 
Scholz of this year’s class at Northwestern has been called with in- 
structions to begin work also at Laurel and other points. The con- 
gregation worships in a rented hall. The work at Red Lodge which 
Was a part of this parish has been handed over to the Finns. 
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North Dakota 


1 Williston-Spring Brook. This parish has moved out of rented 
quarters. The new church at Williston was dedicated Sunday, March 
12th. Cost, including lots, is $11,500. It is well located and makes 


a fine appearance. At Spring Brook a creamery building was con- 


verted into a modest little chapel which serves the community well. 
The work at Rose Hill has been discontinued. Student Beasom has 


served this parish well during the past year but should be relieved to 


permit him to complete his theological studies. 
2. Killdeer—Manning. Under the pastorate of Rev. Webster H. 


Clament this mission parish was thoroughly established. He leaves 


the field with the work greatly strengthened. The indebtedness has 
been reduced. A contract has been let to stucco the church at Kil- 
deer. St. James’, Manning, still worships in the public school-house 
and is growing. Student J ohn W. Ziegler has accepted a call to this 
field. 

3. New Salem. St. Paul's is greatly handicapped by coutiotell 
worship in a rented hall which has many objectionable features. A 
new building is imperative if the work is to continue. The pastor is 
confident that a self-supporting congregation can be established in 
a reasonably short time if this is done. The city’s population is in- 
creasing with the development of the coal mining industry. 

4. Grand Forks. St. Mark’s entertained Synod at its last Con- 
vention. It is moving forward under the leadership of Rev. E. O. 


Armbruster who is also deeply interested in the Lutheran students 
attending the State University. This mission accepted a reduction 


of $200 on the Board’s appropriation. 


Minnesota 

1. Winona. Rev. L. A. Fischer resigned in the early part of 
November last year. Rev. Webster H. Clement took charge at Easter 
time. A fine pulpit, the gift of one of the members, and a pipe-organ 
have been added to the equipment. A hopeful spirit prevails. | 

2. Alden-Walters. The work at both of these points is in a flour- 
ishing condition. It is served by Rev. A. P. Lee of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church. Both congregations are contemplating the erec- 
tion of new church buildings. Rev. Lee also serves the Norwegian 
congregation at Kiester where the parsonage is located. A division 
of the field is contemplated with continued support from the Home 
Mission Board. This parish became self-supporting May Ist. 

3. Stacy. St. John’s served faithfully by Rev. Dr. Ramsay con- 
tinues as a synodical mission. A new roof has been put on the 
church building. The congregation furnishes a parsonage. 

4. Lincolntown. This is new work developed by Field Missionary 
Gerberding. It was organized under the name of St. Andrew’s, Jan- 
uary 29th, with 21 members. The number has increased to 39. The 
attendance has been near the hundred mark. A very substantial class 
of people are interested in the movement. A suitable lot has been 
offered to the mission for the future church. Student John M. Recher 
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has accepted a call to this mission. -Lincolntown is one of the East 


Shore communities near White Bear, north of St. Paul. 


Wisconsin 
1. Superior. Trinity mission is seventeen years old. It has not 


been an easy point to serve. Missionary Druckenmiller is working 
hard and getting splendid results. He also serves the small con- 


gregation at Holyoke. 
2. Marinette. This point demonstrates the advantage of a right | 


start. St. James, o zed four years ago, has made remarkable 


strides under the aggressive leadership of Missionary W. P. Gerber- 


ding. A beautiful new church costing $65,000 was dedicated on 
March 2nd. 


8. New London. Some doubt as to the permanency of this 
work a year ago on the part of the people has given way to a spirit 
of hopefulness, There is increased activity. Improvements amounting 
to $400 were made. Rev. W. D. Sharritt is the pastor. 

4. Appleton. We have charted all of the missions by years to 
show their growth and development in various ways. None of the 


missions makes a better showing in this respect. More room will 


soon be needed. The Board’s appropriation was — Rev. F. 
L. Schreckenberg is the pastor. 


5. Horicon. Zion's celebrated its fifth Anniversary on Easter 
Day. A $8000 parsonage has been acquired, remodeled and reno- 


vated. The roof of the church was reshingled. Baptismal font and 


art glass window in chancel installed. The closing down of the lead- 
ing factories has made the financial problem difficult, Rev. B. J. 


Stecker is the Missionary. 


6. Incarnation, Milwaukee.’ Steady growth a progress marks 


every activity of this mission. The Board’s appropriation was de- 


creased. Missionary E. L. Moerke’s salary was increased. The bun- 
galow chapel will be replaced by a representative church building. 
A fine neighborhood and large Sunday School betokens a strong con- 


gregation in the near future. 


7. Washington Park, 1 The congregation of this mis- 
sion is about ready to move into the first unit of its fine church 
building, a parish house, costing $30,000. A rich field awaits devel- 
opment. Rev. Jerome C. Jackson, the missionary, resigned in April 
on account of illness. The prayers of Synod ask for his speedy re- 
covery. Rev. D. H. Bucks of Lafayette, Ohio, has been called to fill 


the vacancy. The Church of the Reformation, the Rev. Paul R. Sie- 


bert, pastor, assists in the support of the missionary to the extent 
of $600 a year. 


8. Wauwatoss. St. Matthew’s is happy and comfortably housed | 


in its new chapel costing $30,000. It was dedicated on December 18th; 


is of stone construction and churchly in all its appointments. The 
membership has grown very rapidly. A building fund drive has been 


launched with every prospect of success. The Church of the Re- 
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deemer, Rev. W. W. Kennerly, mothers this mission to the extent 
of $600 a year. 
9. Hartford. Redeemer mission is now housed in a very comfort- 
able bungalow chapel, largely the work of its active pastor who knows 
how to use hammer and saw and a group of tireless and loyal laymen. 
The chapel was dedicated on December 18th. Cost $3500 on two lots 
costing $3000. This mission reduced its appropriation $200 and plans 
to become self-supporting within five years. 

10. Beloit. Rev. G. C. Smith resigned on November 13th. Field 


Missionary Ulrich has been placed in charge with instructions to 


make a thorough going investigation and survey of the field so that 


proper recommendations may be made for the future welfare of the 


mission. The internal affairs are in a state of turmoil. 


11. Waukesha. St. Luke’s was organized by Field Missionary — 


Stump on August 31, 1921, with 39 charter members, It has pros- 
pered greatly. Services are held in the Y. M. C. A. building. A 
permanent church home is needed. Rev. C. E. Fritz of Goshen, Ind., 
assumed the pastorate on April ist. The Woman's Missionary Society 
of the United Lutheran Church and the Wisconsin Confenence Wo- 


men’s Missionary Society each contribute $600 a year toward the 


support. | 

12. Brule. Trinity Lutheran Church of Cloverland was organ- 
ized last Thanksgiving Day by Superintendent Bieber with 28.charter 
members, Cloverland is a farming community 10 miles north of 
Brule and 36 miles east of Superior close to the lake. There are 45 
families in the town of Cloverland numbering 200 souls, mostly Ger- 


mans and Scandinavians. Occasional services have been held in the 


school-house and Sunday School regularly. The enrollment is 60. 
The congregation has been offered land for a church, parsonage and 


cemetery. Also enough lumber for the shell of the church, including — 


flooring and siding. The windows, shingles, foundation and furn- 
ishings must be provided, also painting. Much of the work will be 
donated. It is estimated that $500 will complete the building. Mr. 
T. A. Loveland who makes this splendid offer will also contribute 
$300 annually towards the pastor’s salary. Student Herman J. 
Schmid, a Middler of Northwestern went will have one of 
ene this summer. 


Canada 


Winnipeg. This has been one of the haniest fields in the 


3 church but is surely and slowly reestablishing itself. It has 


been hampered by a large floating indebtedness incurred at the time 


the church was built some years ago. This indebtedness has been 
wiped out by an additional loan of 88000 from the Board of Home 
e and Church Extension. Rev. A. J. Hoyer is the missionary. 


The Field Missionaries 


The Field ‘Missionary idea was first tested out on the territory 
ok our Synod. Synod’s remarkable growth is in a large measure 
due to the activity of these men, It is the only way in which the 
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immense. stretches of our Synod can be covered. Four men have 
been assigned to this special work under the direction of the Mission- 

ary Superintendent. Several more are needed if we are to make the 
most of our opportunities. Northwestern Canada should be entered 
at once. The growing cities of Northern Wisconsin and Upper Mich- 
igan need looking after. The next ten years are the most important 


in the history of our Church in the Northwest. After that the prob- 


lem of English will not be so acute. The phenominal success of the 
Reformed churches in every Lutheran community clearly indicates 
a woeful neglect and inefficiency and the need for greater aggres- 
siveness. President Knubel has assured me that he desires to see 
the full strength of the United Lutheran Church thrown into this 
Northwest territory so that we may do our legitimate share of the 
work that remains to be done and must be done. This is a challenge 
not only that we see to it that more Field Missionaries are put into 
the field and that our pastors themselves become missionaries occu- 
pying waiting fields but that we concentrate every effort to induce 
bright young men to consider the call of the Gospel ministry and 
that we make Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary the radi- 
ating center for this greater missionary activity. 

Our showing of new fields opened and developed during the past 
not ns goud as might have been expected. There were 
many serious handicaps. 

Field Missionary Seville has not been able to do 8 
work during the year. He was broken down in health and has re- 
signed. This leaves an important vacancy in Montana. The mission 


at Butte has collapsed. 


Field Missionary Ulrich has not been able to start new work, 
not because there were no new fields to enter, but he has been kept 
busy doctoring up sick points and holding fields until permanent pas- 
tors could be called. This was unfortunate but could not be avoided. 
Ordinarily the faculty and the students at the Seminary could have 
helped out but the distances were too great. At. present he is in 
charge of Beloit. 

Field Missionary Stump devoted most of the year to St. Luke’s, 
Waukesha. Considerable time and canvassing was given to the Shore- 
wood district of Milwaukee. At present the work in West Bend 
claims his attention. He has also assisted Koehler in establishing 
the work at Grafton. Other points have been visited and await his 
coming. 

Field Missionary Gerberding assumed his duties on December 
ist. Minnesota was without a field worker for more than a year. 
Lincolntown was the first point of attack with St. Andrew’s as the 
result. 
North St. Paul was served at the same time. A very successful 


every member canvass encouraged this congregation to call.a pastor 


of its own. He has investigated Phillips and Emery, Wis. at the in- 
vitation of the authorities of the Iowa Synod which has decided to 


abandon the work at these points and holds the properties. The 
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congregations demand English. The Iowa Synod is willing to have 
the properties transferred including a parsonage for the assumption 


of a very small indebtedness. Student Joseph Stump of Northwestern 


will develop the field during the summer months. Two new fields 
in and near Minneapolis are ready to be entered. - 


The Board takes this opportunity to express its appreciation for 


the liberal support and assistance which has been rendered by the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the United Luth- 
eran Church and its Central District Superintendent. 

The Board also desires to express its appreciation to the Field 
Missionaries and missionaries for the efficient ser: e which they 
have rendered the Church and the cheerfulness with which they have 
borne the burdens of the year. They have been faithful in the dis- 
enarge of duty. The missionary frequently is compelled to labor under 
great handicaps. The church is gradually coming to recognize the 
fact that an automobile and modern office helps are just as essential 
in the mission field as in the stronger congregations, Our Synod 
has recognized this principle by suitable resolution. Mission congre- 
gations as well as established congregations should give this matter 


serious consideration. It is a profitable investment. The Field Mis- . 


sionaries should not be forgotten in this respect, in fact, some pro- 
vision should be made to provide each with an automobile,

At its last Convention, Synod resolved to establish a Semianry, 
and to locate it at, or in the vicinity of Fargo, N. Dak., and charged 
the Executive Committee with the important responsibility of carry- 
ing out the resolution of Synod. Synod also resolved to conduct a 
financial campaign in behalf of the Seminary. 


Immediately upon adjournment of Synod, the Executive Commit- . 


tee met and proceeded to the organization of the Seminary. Calls 
were extended to the following men to serve as members of the 
faculty, to-wit: The Rev, Joseph Stump, D. D., President and Pro- 
fessor of Systematic Theology; the Rev. G. H. Gerberding, D. D., 


LL. D., Professor of Practical Theology; the Rev. Harry B. Reed, 
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— 


D. D., as Professor of Old Testament Exegesis; and the Rev. Paul 


H. Roth as Professor of Historical Theology and New Testament 

The office of President of Seminary was created and Dr, Stump 
was elected to fill the office. 

The name chosen for the new fnintitution was Northwestern Luth- 
eran Theological Seminary. | 
At that time the committee decided to inaugurate a campaign 
to raise $250,000 as a building and endowment fund. 
| A special committee was appointed to find a location in which 
the Seminary would be housed. . After considerable effort such loca- 
tion was found in ,Fargo, where the school was opened on Octaver 
6th, 1921. 
At a later meeting of the Committee, the office of Field ede 
was created and arrangements were made by which Dr. M. J. Bieber 
was placed temporarily in this office. | 

The report of Pres. Dr. Stump on the internal work of the 


Seminary for the first year is submitted herewith and reads as follows: 


pense of the N orthwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 


June 12, 1922. 


In 8 with the resolution of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of the Northwest at its meeting in Grand Forks in June, 1921, 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary was opened in Fargo, 
No. Dakota, r 6th, 1921. An opening service was held at St. 
Mark’s Lutheran Church, Fargo, on the evening of that day at 8 
o’clock. This service was held at the close of the meeting of the 
Western Conference, and thus the members of that Conference as well 
as a number of persons from other sections of the Synod, and a large 
congregation from Fargo, were in attendance. Each member of the 
faculty delivered an appropriate address and President G. Keller 


Rubrecht installed them in their respective offices, as follows: 


Rev. Joseph Stump, D. D. as President and Professor of Syste- 


matic Theology. 


Rev. G. H. Gerberding, D. D. LL, D. na Feder of Practical 


Theology. 


Rev. Harry B. Reed, D. D. as a of Old Testament Exe- 


gesis. 
Rev. Paul H. Roth as Professor of Historical ‘Theology and New 
Testament Exegesis. 


Fifteen undergraduate students were enrolled. They are the 
following:

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These students came as far east as Novia Scotia, as far north- 


west as Saskatchewan, and as far south as Texas. The nearest trav- 
eled a distance of about five hundred and nineteen miles from his 
home to reach the Seminary. Most of the students come from Penn- 
sylvania and the mid-western states. Two are from Wissen but 
none from Minnesota, the Dakotas or Montana. 

In addition to the fifteen students in residence, H. H. Eckhardt 
and F. H. Schreer were enrolled as students in absentia, hoping to 
complete their studies and to graduate in the spring. This was per- 
mitted them because they have both had three years of residence in 
theological schools. Mr. Eckhardt was taken seriously ill and was 
not able to complete his course this year; but Mr. Schreer graduated 
with the regular class. 

Two post-graduate students, — elective courses were also 
enrolled, namely Rev. H. J. Wickre and Rev. C. A, Barron. | 


The total enrollment for the year was nineteen. 
The work of the seminary progressed regularly without interrup- 


tion. Dr. Gerberding had several sinus operations performed during 
the Christmas vacation, but was on hand again when the vacation 


was over. Student Broesicke had an attack of appendicitis in the 
fall, but was operated on at a local hospital by Dr. Oftedahl, and 
was back in the class room in two weeks. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced last summer. in. locating 
the seminary in Fargo because of the scarcity of buildings suitable 


and obtainable for the purpose of a dormitory, and the scarcity of 


houses for rent as residences for the professors. But with the effi- 
cient aid of Drs. Bacher and Ulrich suitable accommodations were 
found for all in time for the opening of school. 

The seminary building, being an old one, appeared as if it would 
be difficult to heat. But we are glad to report that in spite of the 
very cold weather experienced in Fargo during January and Fegru- 


ary the building could be kept fairly comfortable even on the en 


days. 


kitchen and a small reception room. The libraries of the professors 
line the walls of their respective lecture rooms and are accessible 
to the students. Dr. Bacher’s room is also used as a reading room. 
Prof. Roth has been elected librarian, and a few books have 
been received as a beginning of a theological library. A number 


of religious weeklies and magazines, together with a few secular 


ones furnish material for cursory reading. A good library belongs 
to the necessary equipment of a’ theological seminary, and we hope 
that some day we shall possess one, 

In addition to the work of the regular professors, Dr. Wm. F. 
Bacher has given instruction regularly five times a week. The sub- 
jects assigned to him are Old and New Testament History, New 


Testament Instruction, New Testament Theology, The Study of Mark 


in English, and . Religion. 


The building has rooms 3 for housing the student 8 
and for the setting apart of five lecture rooms, a dining room, a 
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Rev. L. Franklin Gruber, D. D. LL. D. of St. Paul, Special Lec- 
turer on Apologetics, delivered ten lectures to the students and to a 
number of visitors who had received invitations to attend. Four of 
these lectures were delivered in January and six in February. The 
attendance of visitors at the second series of lectures was greatly 
interfered with by the blizzard which came on Washington’s birthday. 

Among the visitors who appeared at the seminary and who ad- 


dressed the students in chapel may be mentioned Rev. G. Keller

among Lutheran College and University students, Dr. J. C. Kunzman, 


President of the Pacific Seminary, Mrs. Emma Lippard of the Mission 
of Japan and Rev. A. B. Anderson, Dean of Bible Dep’t in Spokane 


The congregation of St. Mark’s has shown a most kindly attitude 
to the seminary, and its members have done much to brighten the 
lives of the students, and to alleviate by means of various social 
events the lonesomeness of their situation. Permission was granted 


by the congregation at its annual meeting in January that the students 


should preach at the Sunday evening services. This was a great ad- 
vantage, as it gave the students an opportunity to preach their test 
sermons to a regular congregation and in a favorable environment. 


The sermons were criticized next morning in chapel by one of the 


professors. The members of the student body have also been granted 
permission to act as chaplain in St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The fact that there has been practically no opportunity for the 
students to go out and preach anywhere on Sunday has been a serious 
handicap. It has prevented the students from gaining the advantage 
of experience in preaching, and has prevented them from adding in 
this way anything to their financial income. Only one student was 
invited to go outside of Fargo as a supply for pastors; and he was 
called on only once because only one congregation of Synod, that at 
Grand Forks, lies within the limits of a reasonable car-fare from 
Fargo. 
An instructor in voice-culture or elocution was secured in the 


person of A. R. Bergesen, Esq., to teach two hours a week during the 
last term of school. 


The conclusion of the school year was observed by the usual 
commencement week exercises. The Baccalaureate service was held 
in St. Mark’s Church, Fargo, on Sunday, May 21, at which Rev. W. 
P. Christy preached the sermon to the graduates. On Wednesday 
evening, May 24th, the graduating class gave a banquet in the base- 
ment of St. Mark’s Church at which there were a number of invited 
guests, among them a goodly number of young men who have been 
led to consider the ministry as their possible vocation in life. Dr. 


M. J. Bieber was the principal speaker and his subject was: “The 
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Biggest Job 1 the World.“ The consindneement proper was held in 
St. Mark’s Church on Thursday evening, May 25th, at which time 
Rev. J. A. Aasgaard, President of Concordia College, Moorhead, 
Minn. delivered the principal address on “Consecration to the Work 


of the Ministry.” Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht, President of Synod, also 
addressed the graduates and conferred the 2 of the Seminary 


upon the following eight men: 


O. Broesicke H. Eshbaugh 
C. Alton Piel Lloyd M. Riggle 
Frederick C. H. Scholz = Frank H. Schreer 
John M. Recher John W. Ziegler 


Looking back upon the short history of our seminary, upon 


the blessing which has rested upon its work, upon the size and quality 
of its first student body, and upon the success which is attending its 


campaign for a building and endowment fund of $250,000, we have 


abundant reason to rejoice and give thanks to Gid. As we look abroad 
upon the fields white to the harvest within the bounds of our Synod, 
we realize more than ever the need of a seminary upon our own 
territory, so that men may be prepared on our own ground for our 
work and may be trained to look upon all portions of our territory 
as a possible prospective field of labor, and so that our people may 


be stirred up to consecrate their sons and their means to the propa- 


gation of the Lord’s Kingdom. No enterprise on so vast a scale lies 
before any Synod of the United Lutheran Church as lies before our 
Synod. We need to pray for grace to realize the magnitude of our 
task and to measure up to our duty. For the doing of our work as it 
needs to be done, the existence and prosperity of our seminary are 
of fundamental importance. Its very existence is a stimulus to think 

But if our r seminary is 60 prosper and grow and do chen 
the work which is intended, it must be moved to a more suitable lo- 


cation than that which it occupies now. It is seriously handicapped 


by its location in Fargo, and should be removed to a more suitable 
place. It ought to be placed in a location in which it can best obtain 


the men needed as students and in which it will possess the most 


advantages for training those men as efficiently as possible for their 
future calling as ministers.

On the progress of the campaign for 8 the Committee sub- 
mits the following report of Dr. Bieber: | 


To the Executive Committee of the Synod of the Northwest. 
Greeting: 


This is the first report ever given to this Synod by a Field Secre- 
tary of the Synod’s own Educational * 
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Called by the Executive Committee to which was entrusted the 
beginning and the development of the Synod’s newly founded Theo- 


logical Seminary, your Missionary Superintendent, after prayerful 


consideration, decided to take a six months’ leave of absence from 
his work as Superintendent (tho still retaining the office, but without 
pay) from December to June, in order to begin the campaign to raise 
a fund of $250,000 for the equipment and endowment of the North- 
western Theological Seminary. 

The active campaign began on January Ist, 1922 in the Epiphany 
Church, Milwaukee, the Rev. Paul W. Roth, pastor, and continued 
successively in the Church of the Reformation, the Rev. Paul R. 
Siebert, pastor; Lake Park Church, the Rev. John F. Fedders, pastor; 
the Church of the Holy Communion, Racine, Wis., the Rev. Geo. W. 


‘Genszler, pastor; and a beginning has been made in Atonement, Ra- 


cine. The campaign is also being conducted in St, Mark’s Church, 
Fargo, N. Dak., the Rev. W. F. Bacher, D. D., pastor. 

God has signally blessed this campaign. He has answered the 
prayers of His people; and the members and pastors of these congre- 
gations have of their poverty and their wealth, to date, contributed 
over $95,000, which with the amount contributed at the last meeting 
of Synod, gives a total of over $110,000, or almost one-half of the 


amount aimed at. 


Truly God has given His people a “mind to give”, and the un- 
usual remark of those canvassed is, “This Seminary is needed.“ 

With devout thankfulness to the Great Head of the Church, and 
with gratitude to pastors and people for their uniform courtesy dur- 
ing the campaign so auspiciously begun, we

In order that the Seminary may do effectively the work for 
which it was established, 


RESOLVED, that we recommend to Synod that the Seminary 
be located in the Twin Cities of Minnesota, and that it be 
moved there in time for the opening of school this fall. 


In unanimously presenting this recommendation to Synod, the 


Executive Committee desires to call attention of Synod first to the 


purpose for which the seminary was established, and secondly to the 
reason why the accomplishment of that purpose requires the removal 
of the seminary to the Twin Cities of Minnesota. 

I—THE PURPOSE for which our seminary was established is 
expressed in the report of the Executive Committee to Synod last 
year, as printed on page 46 of the Minutes of 1921. Its substance is

and western portions require an immediate supply of pastors.” Our 
seminary was established in order to supply the men whom we need 
for our missionary work. It was not possible to get them in sufficient 


numbers for our remoter work from existing seminaries, because 


the men in those seminaries were attracted to fields of labor which 
were nearer at hand, and did not regard the territory of the Synod 
of the Northwest as their specific field of labor. 


A prosperous seminary on our own territory, however, will supply 
the men whom we need for all parts of our field, because in our own 


seminary the entire field of the Northwest Synod, including the Da- 
kotas, Montana and Canada, is constantly held before our students 


as their future field of labor. The establishment of our seminary has 
already so stimulated the supply of students for the ministry that 
more boys and young men have offered themselves for the work during 


the past yeas than: *˙*m»m ͥͤ 


last thirty years. | 

But in considering the task of securing men for our work in the 
Dakotas, Montana and Canada, it must be remembered that the mis- 
sion work of those parts is only a portion of the mission task com- 
mitted to our Synod, and that while we seek to do effectively the work 
in those remoter regions, we must at the same time do effectively 
also the work in Minnesota and Wisconsin. Our work must be regard- 
ed and treated as a whole. Our task, though large and diversified, 
is yet one. We cannot afford to divorce the question of men for the 
Dakotas, Montana and Canada from the question of men for Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin. We must plan for our entire field, doing the 
work in the Dakotas, Montana and Canada, but at the same time 
also doing the work in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
What we need and must have is MEN—men properly qualified 


the bounds of our Synod. And it is the purpose of our Seminary to 
supply those men for all parts of our territory. 

But it is evident that while we need men for the Dakotas, Mon- 
tana and Canada, we must get those men from Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota. The developed portion of our territory must supply the men 


for the undeveloped portion. It is plainly the duty of the Church which. 


has been planted, to continue the work of planting the Church in out- 
lying districts. As the congregations in Wisconsin and Minnesota 
were established by the missionary effort and sacrifices of the Church 
farther east, so they now in turn must continue in the work and be- 
come the base of operations for planting the Church farther west. 
The cultivation of our far northwestern field is a duty which devolves 
upon the already cultivated fields of Minnesota and Wisconsin, and 
is one from which those states cannot escape. They must furnish 
most of the men needed for carrying on the work in the states to 
the west of them. 

The question of the location of our seminary must he decided 
from the standpoint of the specific work which it is intended to do. 
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and trained, and men willing to go anywhere they are needed within . 


Its task to train up men who will labor as missionaries. But it does 
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~ 


no follow that because our seminary is to train up missionaries, it 


must or should be located far out on missionary territory. The de- 
termining factor should be, where can it best obtain and train the 
men who are needed. If the purpose of the seminary were to organize 
missions, then the farther out it were located, the better perhaps. 
But its work is not at all that of organizing missions; its work is 


educational. The work of organizing missions belongs to other defi- 


nite agencies, to our superintendent and our field missionaries. 
Since, then, the work of our seminary is to get and train men, 
it ought to be located where it can best obtain men we need, and where 


it possesses proper advantages for the best possible training of those 


men. And this location is not far out in the mission field, but near 
the center of the Synod’s strength and in a place which offers as many 
educational advantages as may be found on our territory. That loca- 
tion is in the Twin Cities of Minnesota, the ecclesiastical capitol of 


the whole Northwest territory. 


Il—THE REASONS why the the accomplishment of the pur- 


pose of our seminary requires its removal to the Twin Cities of Min- 


nesota, are summarized in the preamble of the recommendation, name- 
ly “in order that our seminary may effectively do the work for which 
it was established.” If our seminary is to get and train men needed 
for our great and growing work in the vast empire of our Synod, it 
must be moved to a more suitable location than that which it now 
occupies. It is seriously handicapped by its location in Fargo by a 
number of facts. In some detail the reasons why the seminary | 


should be removed from Fargo to the Twin Cities are as follows. 


1. Our seminary should be located in a place which will form a 
good base of operations for it; hence near the center of the Synod’s 


present and prospective membership. Geographically, Fargo is in- 


deed near the center of our territory, but it lies far beyond the great 
bulk of our congregations, and hence is by no means a good base of 
operations. In Fargo, the seminary is almost completely isolated, 


and is in fairly close proximity to only two of our congregations, 


the one in Fargo and the other in Grand Forks. To the north of our 
seminary we have only two congregations, within a distance of 285 


miles. To the west we have a few congregations, the nearest at a dis- 


tance of 225 miles. To the east we have no congregations within a 
distance of 250 miles. To the south and southwest we have no con- 
gregations at all. The great bulk of our congregations is away off 


to the southeast in Minnesota and Wisconsin, the nearest of them 240 


miles away. . The seminary is thus locally out of touch with the 
bulk of the Synod to which it belongs. It lies at the center of a circle 


475 miles in diameter, within which our 3 has only two ene, 


gations. 
2.— Our seminary, which means so to the Synod's entire 


Work, should be located as nearly as possible in the center of the 


Synod’s activity. It is not so located in Fargo. While a great work 
needs to be done in the Dakotas, Montana and Canada, the largest 
part of our work now is, and most probably will continue to be, in 
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| Wisconsin and Minnesota, 0 these latter states have so many 
large towns and cities which need entirely English Lutheran congre- 
gations in increasing numbers. In these states are great metropolitan 


centers like the Twin Cities and Milwaukee, besides a host of smaller 


cities and towns in which English Lutheran Churches should be es- 
tablished. and for which our seminary should train the men. 

If our seminary remains isolated from the great body of the 
Synod’s activity and in a place where exceedingly little opportunity 
is given to the students to come into touch with the work of the 
Church, they will not come to our seminary but will go elsewhere. In 
seeking to persuade men to come to Fargo, what arguments can we 
give why Fargo is a good and right place for our seminary? What 
advantages of location can it offer to offset the advantages of location 
offered by other seminaries which seek to attract students? Stu- 
dents are refusing to come to Fargo, because no good reason can be 
given why they should attend school in so remote a place. Unless 


the seminary be moved to a more central and accessible place be- 


fore the opening of the new school year, it will be impossible to draw 
and hold the students we need. . 

3.—Our seminary should be located in the center of the 8 
tion from which it expects most largely to draw its students. The 
bulk of our students must come from Wisconsin and Minnesota. We 
cannot draw them from far-west missions which have not yet been 
established, nor even from far-west missions now existing at remote 
points. We must draw them from Minnesota and Wisconsin; and the 
seminary should be as accessible as possible to the majority of the 
students expected. 
_ 4,—-Our seminary should be located where it will not unnecessar- 
ily increase the distance which men from the east who desire to pre- 
pare themselves in our seminary will have to travel. What good 
reason can be given students from Western Pennsylvania, Ohio and 


other mid-western states should travel 240 miles beyond the Twin 
Cities? The extra distance and the isolation will prevent them from 
coming. And yet we need those men at present, and we should always 
We do not want 


desire to have some of them in our student body. 
to become provincial. | 

5.—Our seminary should be located where there are most ad- 
vantages for gathering and training the students we need. It should 
therefore be located in a railroad center which will offer reasonable 
attractions in addition to the bare curriculum, such as ease of access, 
minimum car-fare, opportunity for preaching and other religious 
work, opportunity for earning money for those who need it to meet 
expenses, access to libraries and book-stores, and opportunity to 
broaden out and get that general educational culture which comes 
from the religious and other activities of a great city. Our present 
location offers none of these advantages in any adequate measure. 
When, then, a student is about to graduate from college and is anxious 
to select the seminary which offers him the best advantages for ef- 


fective traiing, can we expect him to turn his back upon other semi- 
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naries which offer many inducements in the matter of location, and 
to select one which offers none of these advantages, but which will 
require an extra car-fare to reach and in which he will find himself 
isolated and out of touch with the great activities of the Church? 
Our seminary must meet the competition of other seminaries; and it 


cannot do so unless it offers more advantages in the matter of lo- 
cation than it does now. 


6.— Our seminary should be located where and faculty 


can be of largest service to the Synod as a whole; where the students 


can at least occasionally be sent out to preach as supplies; and 
where the professors can be of service to the Church and keep in 
touch with the co ations. In the Twin Cities there would be op- 
portunity for all I these things; in Fargo there is practically none. Up 
to the time when the men of the graduating class of the seminary 
were sent out to preach as candidates, only one man during the 
whole year had been called on to go outside of Fargo to preach as a 
supply, and he only once, because only one congregation, that at 
Grand Forks, lies within the limits of a reasonable car-fare from 
Fargo. 

7—Our seminary should be ed where the investment of the 
funds generously contributed will not be in part wasted but where it 
will bear the largest possible fruitage for the Lord’s Kingdom. The 
contributions to the seminary are a sacred trust, and must not be 
invested in the wrong place. The history of our Lutheran Church is 
full of mistakes of that kind. There are many misplaced Lutheran 
institutions. We must not repeat the mistake, but should at once place’ 
our seminary in the right location before we invest the funds con- 
tributed by Synod,.in lands and buildings. 


8.—In the Twin Cities our seminary will still be at an ample 
distance from all the other seminaries of the United Lutheran Church. 
It will there be as far from the Chicago Seminary on the one side 
and from Western Seminary on the other as Wittenberg is from Get- 


tysburg; a good deal farther than Chicago is from * and 
almost as far as Chicago is from Western. 


9.—In the Twin Cities our seminary will be 1 in the domi- 
nant center of Northwestern Lutheranism. In view of the rapidly 
anglicizing process which is taking place on the territory of our 
Synod and the great changes which will come upon this field in the 
not distant future, it is vastly important that the seminary of our 
Synod shall be located in a place where it can wield a molding influ- 
ence upon events. That place is the Twin Cities of Minnesota and 
not the Red River Valley. A strong and prosperous seminary in the 


Twin Cities will be a mighty power and influence for good; a wea’: 
and struggling seminary in the Red River Valley will count for little. 


10.—Our seminary cannot in its present location accomplish the 
purpose for which it. was established, because it is too badly handi- 


‘ capped there in many ways. But it can scarcely fail to succeed in 


largest measure if moved to the Twin Cities of Minnesota. There it 
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will be like a city set on a hill; in a center to which students from 
outlying districts will be glad to come; far enough east to be within 
reach of the most populous portion of our Synod, and accessible and 
attractive to students from the eastern portions of our Church; and 


yet far enough west to give our students the vision of the vast un- 


conquered territory that lies waiting for their labors in the Dakotas, 
Montana and Canada.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS n 
THE MINISTRY 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, 8 | 

Your Committee on “Men for the Ministry” * to present the 
following report: 

On your committee’s invitation, the Rev. C. S. Bauslin, D. D., 
College Secretary of the Board of Education of the United Lutheran 
Church made an itinerary through our Synod on December 10th to 
20th, 1921, inclusive, for the purpose of interesting boys and young 


men in the Ministry. This itinerary embraced Racine, Milwaukee, 


Madison, Neenah, Albert Lea, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth, Superior, 
Fargo, Grand Forks, Red Wing and the congregations in the vicinity 
of these cities. Suitable programs were prepared by the pastors 
(and in conjunction with local committees in some of the cities) and 
over one thousand “Life Service” cards, prepared by your committee 
were distributed and signed by the boys. Over one hundred of the 


on the files of your committee and were also sent to Dr. Bauslin. 
They constitute the committee’s prayer list. Literature and letters 
are also being sent to them. : 

On March 30th, your committee sent a questionaire to every 
pastor of the Synod, re the special service and Bible School pro- 
gram, in order to interest men for the ministry as recommended by 
Synod at its last convention; also to learn names of boys who have 
the ministry definitely in view; and the names of those who in the 
opinion of the pastor should study for the ministry. It is regrettable 
that to this questionaire only a dozen pastors responded. The Com- 
mittee, however, takes it for granted that silence gives consent, that 


the recommendations of Synod have been carried out, and that the 


names of the boys are now on the way to the committee. 
The founding of our Seminary and the consequent campaign for 
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funds now going on, are producing a remarkable interest among pas- 
tors, parents, congregations, and especially among the boys turned 
towards the ministry. “Where your treasure is, there will your heart 
| be also.” The congregations that have thus far been entered in this 
g campaign are giving men and money to the greatest work on earth. 
: There is now a center of attraction to which the boys, (now increas- 
ingly directed) will gravitate and the prayers ta the Lord of the 
harvest for more laborers will assuredly be answered. 

The Committee presents the following recommendations: 

1. That ten minutes be again set apart at this convention for 
prayers for men for the ministry. 

2. That special services for men for the ministry be again held 
in Church and Sunday School in every congregation in the Synod 
(preferably on Septuagesima Sunday) with an exchange of pulpits, 
if possible, and with the 93 of the local members of your 
committee, if desired. 

3. That Life Service“ cards (to be supplied by the Committee) 
be used at these special Church and Sunday School services, and after 
such service a list be at once sent to a local member of the committee 
or to the Committee Chairman. 

4. That after the special service a Gideon Band (or whatever 
name may be decided upon) composed of those persons who have the 

ministry in view, be organized and prayerfully developed by the 
pastor or some layman fitted for this purpose. .

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


In the name of Him who shall say on that great day, “Inasmuch 
as ye did it unto one of these my brethren, even these least, ye did 
it unto me”, viz: providing meat to the hungry, drink to the thirsty, 
clothes for the naked, home for the stranger and visitation of the 
sick and imprisoned; and who also inspired James to write, “Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit the 
fatherless and widows in their affliction”, your committee would sub- 
mit the following report. | 


The work of “serving love” (Mercy) stands next to the ministry 


of the Gospel, Secording to the teachings of Scripture and the prac- 


tice in the early church. 
Although our Synod has no Inner Mission Institutions of its own, 
many of our pastors and congregations are interested in, and are 


contributing to the 9 of a number of Inner Mission Societies 


and Institutions. 
SECTION ONE 


1——The Milwaukee Inner Mission Society, on the territory of the 
Wisconsin Conference, reports that the debt on the Young Women’s 
Hospice has been reduced considerably during the past year and that 
the work of the Hospice is exceedingly encouraging. 


2.—On the territory of the Central Conference, are the Minne- 


. apolis Inner Mission Society and the Lutheran Colony of Mercy. 


(a) The Minneapolis Inner Mission Society remodeled during the 
past year, the Lutheran Home at the cost of $22,000. The Young 
Women’s Hospice is flourishing and has a long waiting list. (The 
Annual Report of the Society ‘has been distributed to the members 
of Synod.) 

(b) The Lutheran Colony “of Mercy * purchased additional 
property, five (5) lots and two (2) fine buildings, on Lake Johanna. 
A manager is in charge of the farm. A “Receiving Home” for chil- 


dren was opened June Ist. 


Plans are being made for the joint juvenile court and home find- 
ing work on the part of several Lutheran Synods. The Colony of 
Mercy Receiving Home is to serve as the clearing house for the work. 

(e) The proposed merger of the Lutheran Inner Mission and 
Charity Work in the Twin Cities is progressing. Articles of incorpo- 


ration are being drafted. 


(d) Plans for the consolidation of the Training School of the 
Minneapolis Inner Mission Societies and the Lutheran Bible Institu- 


tion of St. Paul are progressing very favorably. 


Nachusa Orphanage 


8.—The work of the Orphanage has continued without 1 
tion throughout the year; good and commendable progress having 
been made in all departments. An imperative need is additional room 
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for the n because with the present facilities, application for 
admission must necessarily be refused. 


Plans are under consideration looking toward the relief of the 


crowded condition, by the construction of two cottages, and a campaign 
for funds for this purpose will in all probability be undertaken in 
the near future. : 

The representative of the Orphanage suggests that Synod give 
approval to this proposed campaign for funds. 

4.—A Conference of Lutheran Inner Mission and Social Service 
Workers was held in historic Emanuel Swedish Lutheran Church, 
Chicago, May 12 to 15. 

The Conference was attended by some 140 workers from the dif- 


ferent Lutheran Inner Mission Societies and Institutions throughout 


the country. A very comprehensive program touching on the vital 
issues of the Inner Mission Work proved instructive and inspiring 
to all in attendance. | 

It was decided unanimously to hold such a Conference in 1928 
at Toledo, Ohio. : 

Committees were constituted to serve as a clearing house of in- 
formation for the various phases of Inner Mission activities. 

5.—Your committee recommend the following for action: 


(a) That our pastors preach special sermons on Inner Mission 


Work at stated times during the Church year; that Inner Mission 


Work be given a place in every Missionary Society; and that our 
Young People, who are interested in social service work, be directed 
to get in touch with our Inner Mission Training Schools. | 

(b) That provision be made by Synodical action for co-operation 
with other Lutheran Synods in Juvenile Court and Home Finding 
Work. |

2.—That the work be in the hands of our Synodieal and Conference 


Inner Mission Committees. 
8.—Authorized Home Finders to cover the territory of our

Section Two 


The Inner Mission Board of the United Lutheran Church after 
mature consideration, adopted the following set of resolutions for 
submission by the Synodical Inner Mission Committees to the various | 


Synods, 


Your committee herewith presents the resolutions and recommends: 
favorable action: 


WHEREAS: The Church is beginning to realize its tremendous 
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task and is coming to know something of its true power. The men 
of the church are being aroused as never before to the responsibilities 
resting upon them for the development of the life of the Church. 
This awakening has caused the Church to ask herself how she may 
use to the fullest advantage the devotion and service of her laymen 


to meet the evident need. This has led many people to a thoughtful 


consideration of the matter of lay service. 
Industrial and social conditions—especially in the rapidly growing 


‘and congested centers of population, have in recent years forced the 


conviction upon many that the Church, in order to reach and become 
a saving power among the masses, must again be a missionary 


Church as in the earliest days, and to this end must, like the early 


Church, utilize to the utmost, those of her members whom the Holy 
Ghost has endowed with special gifts. So manifold are the labors 
which aggressive missionary activity involves that this additional 
burden cannot be laid exclusively upon those who are specifically 
called to the ministry of the Word and Sacraments. As an aid to 
such ministry it is altogether in accord with New Testament teaching, 
with the Church’s history, and with our accepted doctrine of the univer- 
sal priesthood of believers, to permit a layman under proper conditions 
and restrictions to perform certain functions that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances are performed only by the regularly ordained ministry. 
In the Church there are a few of our pastors who have felt called 


upon to use their laymen in connection with the missionary develop- 


ments in and outside of their own congregations. This has led to the 


conviction that an effort should be made to regulate this lay service 


in the various Synods and if possible that a uniform method for the 
use and direction of lay readers should be found. With this end in 
view the Inner Mission Board has considered the matter of the Lay 
Reader and would commend this statement and the accompanying 
resolutions to the various District Synods for their favorable con- 
sideration. 

RESOLVED: That the Synodical Lay Reader be duly commis- 
sioned by the President of Synod at a formal public service at such 


time and place as may be appointed by the President of Synod. 


RESOLVED: That such Lay Reader may conduct service in va- 
cant congregations, as a temporary supply, at Mission points, and in 


benevolent, reformatory, and penal institutions. (Under no eircum- 
stances should such a Lay Reader be permanently assigned to a con- 


gregation that has the vs aie to call, and the ne to sup- 

port, a regular pastor.) | 
That the Lay Reader may l approved sermons, or, with the 

approval of the President of Synod, may preach original sermons. 
Such Lay Reader should use the Service, Matins and Vespers, but 


not the Communion Office proper, nor any of the Occasional Services, 


excepting the Lessons and Prayers for the Sick, and Burial of the 
Dead, and, in case of extreme emergency, the Order for the Baptism 
of Infants. 

RESOLVED: That the supervision of Synodical Lay Readers be 
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in the hands of the President of Synod in counsel with the Synodical 
pe Mission Committee, or as Synod may direct. | 


Every Lay Reader thus employed shall submit a monthly report 
of his work to the official under whose immediate direction he labors. 


RESOLVED: That the officers of Synod and the Synodical In- 
ner Mission Committee shall seek men who have the qualifications 
for Lay Reader. 


A clear distinction must be made between the congregational 
Lay Reader and the Synodical Lay Reader. It is clearly recognized 


that there is no necessity for a layman to be commissioned for such 


activity in his own congregation. Good order, however, requires that 
when a layman goes beyond his own congregation to such service in 
the church at large, the Synod should be in a position to direct and 
control his activity. The distinction between the congregational and 
the. Synodical Lay Reader is therefore stated herewith, 


Congregational Lay Reader 


In the established congregation any male communicant of the 
Lutheran Church, of full age and the proper qualifications, may, at 
the call of and under the direction of the pastor and Church Council, 
serve as a Lay Reader in the congregation of which he is a member.

-It is realized therefore that at certain places and under 
certain conditions it is necessary to call upon properly qualified lay- 
men for some of the services usual to the Gospel ministry. 


Such laymen should work under the authority and direction of 
the Synod and its officials. Therefore in establishing the office of 
Lay Reader in the Lutheran Church the universal priesthood “of all 
believers is recognized, and hence the call to all Christians to be in 
Christ’s service; and it is recommended that laymen particularly quali- 
fied be commissioned by Synod for such work in the church at large.

Questionaires revealed the following activities: Boy 8 
Pioneer Clubs, Bible Study Groups, Athletic Leagues, Junior Mis- 
sionary Classes, Father and Son Suppers, Luther Leagues, Organized 
Classes in Sunday School, Summer Camps, Gymnasium Classes, Va- 
cation Bible Schools, Weekday Schools of Religion, Men for the Min- 
istry Meetings, Outings Inter-Synodical Tennis Tournament. 

One of the most important programs of your Committee was the
